The Brezhnev Report 


Despite its lack of surprises, Leonid L 
Brezhnev's report to the 25tli Soviet Cam- 
munist party congress merits careful study. 
In effect, it represents the most up-to-date 
exposition of the party Hne—a detatled 
recital of all the key foreign and domestic 
‘policy positions of the small group that rues 
the Soviet Union. It is also the political 
platform on which Brezhnev and his col- 
leagues expect to be reaffirmed in power 
at the end of this highly disciplined meeting, 
whose final decisions have been planned well 
in advance. 

Americans naturally give priority to Brezh- 
nev's foreign policy pronouncements. They 
reflect the same troublesome contradictions 
which have already caused and continue to 
cause so many frictions in Washington-Mos- 
cow relations. Brezhnev declares sonorously 
that he 15 for détente, progress on disarm- 
ament, increased Soviet-U.S. cooperation and 
trade, and the like. But he professes to see no 
conflict between those laudable ends and the 
heavy Soviet participation in the Communist 
conquest of South Vietnam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia and in the Cuban conquest of Angola. 

Detente, 2s Brezhnev sees it, does not “in 
the slightest abolish the laws of the ciass 
struggle.” Inevitably, therefore, many Amer- 
icans will see détente as merely 2 convenient 
setting for the Soviet Union and its allies to 
apply “salami tactics” to destroy the non-~ 
Communist world, nation by nation. 

ΝΟΣ is there much reassurance in Brezh- 
πον attitude toward Western Comrzunist 


parties and toward the Chinese People’s 
Republic. Once again he attempts to assert 
Moscow's ideological supremacy over all 
Communist parties and to reject such inno- 
vations as the moves by Italian, French, and 
British Communist parties to depart from 
the classic Stalinist Soviet mold.
